Moon reference teaches very distinctly the comparison function in element 81 A: the memory logic 72 receives the decoded 
result after the comparison that generates the write-enable signal, which is a totally separate function. Comparison function 
done bv element 81 A is independent. Applicant's spec on page 2 at lines 9-15 discusses how a memory controller of prior art 
performs this function: on page 3 lines 15-30 the specification describes a data modifying circuit (element 81 A of Moon) and 



further discloses a status signal indicating internal depth has been modified (write enable of Moon). Therefore, claim 1 
limitatiions are disclosed similarly by Moon. Moon thus using a data modifying circuit improves memory bus performance.
